IN BANK CLEARING 
AGAIN LEADS U. 8. 


Gain of 49.8 Per Cent 
Registered; Financial 
Eye of Nation Focused 
on Southeastern Area. 


Atlanta is fast getting the reputa- 
tion of being the prize float in the 
great recovery parade. 

While California and Florida boast 
of their weather, New York of her 
sky line, Chicago of her lake front, 
Atlanta, with enough to boast about 
in any season, holds a megaphone 
through which the financial districts 
in every city in the land hear a mes- 
sage that becomes more imposing and 
more important each week, 

The message is: For the third time 
in recent weeks, the city has led the 
country in the percentage increase of 
its bank clearings. Full import of 
the announcement is suggested’ by 
bearing in mind that Atlanta is the 
financial clearing house of the entire 
southeast. 

For the five days ending January 
4, bank clearings in this city were 
$41,500,000, an increase over the same 
period last year of 49.8 per cent. Dun 
& Bradstreet, Inc.. in reporting the 
total for all leading cities, pointed 
out that the first of January week 
this year included two days of the 
heavy bank settlements incident to 
the opening of the new year, whereas 
a yeir ago there were three days.

Revenues totaled $587,631,364, a de- 
crease of $540,558. The gross defi- 
ciency of revenues was $112,874,892, 
compared with $205,550,611 the pre- 
vious year. 

Pay Rolls Cut. 


An attack on the deficit was made 
through substantial reductions for 
transportation, rent, supplies and 
equipment but the principal saving 
was made in expenditures for personal 
services. Approximately $80,000,000 
was saved in pay rolls with $58,000,- 
000 of it attributable to reductions 
through the economy legislation. The 
remainder was through normal reduc- 
tion in personnel. 

Pointing out that $45,264,945 was 
paid in shipping and commercial avia- 
fon subventions and $15,335,035 
worth of mail service was performed 
free for congress and the government, 
Farley said deduction of those amounts 
made $50,683,605 the true deficit at- 
tributable to postal transactions alone.

Dismissing 61 Employes. 


Attempts to balance the Atlanta 
budget for the year 1934 without cut- 
ting 61 employes from the pay rolls 
will be made today when both the 
budget and finance committees meet 
at the city hall. 

Though dismissing the 61 employes 
would mean a reduction in the deficit 
of approximately $106.000, leaving a 
difference of &bout $148,000 between 
anticipated receipts and necessary al- 
ijocations, city leaders said every ef- 
fort would be made to balance the 
sheet without eliminating them.

It means that the United States government will take a first lien en 
about $4,000,000,000 of America’s farms and homes and it will be in- 
teresting tq note what influence this ultimately may exert on the rise 
or fall of local taxes by cities and states. For Uncle Sam may want to 
have something to say about state and city expenditures if he is in- 
directly affected by the amount of taxes that have to be paid on the 
property on which fle holds mortgages. 

The step taken by the president is another extension of government 
power into the fields of private finance. Since mortgage holders could 
not be prevailed upon to accept the exchange of the securities offered. 
the government had to step in as a matter of fact. Better luck was 
encountered by the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation in effecting an 
exchange on city mortgages exchanged on farm lands. The latter had 
to use government cash to buy mortgagés and this led to the climax— 
a decision to take over the whole buSiness as a government obligation. 

Strictly speaking, even though the public debt is increased by 
$4,000,000,000 the government gets on the other side of the balance 
Sheet assets worth at least that amount. And as the value of land and 
real estate rises, the margin of safety for the government rises too. 

What will happen, however, when the government tries to get out, 
when it wishes to relieve itself of the obligations? Some day these 


| Mortgages will have to be redeemed or refinanced by private capital. 


Otherwise politics will prevent the government from foreclosing. There 
has been little government foreclosure or forced collection of loans in 
the past and there will be very little of it as long as members of congress 
have to be elected by the votes of their constituents. . 

To pump $4,000,000,000 of new money into a frozen lot of assets is 
a startling development. When the holders of the mortgages get their 
money back—for they can get cash for these government securitles any 
time they want to—what will they do with the cash? 

Much of it will be available for investment. If there were a bond 
market for the financing of industrial bonds, the advent of $4,000,000.- 
000 would be welcomed as a great stimulus. But the chances are that 
much of this money will be found back in the bank reserves and will 
be used by the banks or insurance companies to buy some of the forth- 
coming issues of government bonds. That's one way to build up a reser- 
voir of credit for the big $10,900,000,000 financing of the next six

GET U.S.ATTENTION 


Comptroller Reports Some 
Action Taken on All Na- 
tional Banks. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—()—J. 
F. T. O'Connor, the comptroller of 
the currency, said today that “every 
national bank in the United States 
which was unlicensed on March 16, 
following the banking holiday, has been 
acted upon in some manner” by his 
office. 

“Such institutions,” he said, “have 
either been opened, merged, sold to 
another bank, absorbed by another in- 
stitution, placed in receivership, re- 
ceived approved reorganization plans 
or received disapproved reorganization 
plans. 

“There were 1,439 national banks, 
{including 10 non-member banks in the 
District of Columbia, whieh are di- 
rectly under the comptroller’s super- 
vision) unlicensed and in the hands 
of conservators on March 16, while 
subsequent to that date seven other 
national banks were placed in charge 
of conservators. Total deposits for 
these 1,446 institutions was $2,232.- 
690.000 (based on the December, 1932. 
‘call.’) 

“At the close of business on De- 
cember 30, 1933, there were but 44S 
unlicensed national banks in the coun- 
try, and every one of these institutions 
had been considered by the comptreol- 
ler’s office. Of the total, 337, with 
$334.570.000 frozen and $25,813,000 
unrestricted deposits, had received ap- 
proved reorganization plans, while 111 
banks, with $72,458,000 frozen and 
$4,925,000 unrestricted deposits had 
received disapproved reorganization 
plans, 

“National banks which have receiv- 
ed approved reorganization plans from 
the comptroller of the currency can 
open just as soon as the provisions 
of the approvals are carrjed out. 
Banks which have received disapprov- 
ed reorganization plans may yet be 
opened if satisfactory plans are sub 
mitted to and approved by the comp- 
troller. 

“More national banks were opened 
during the month of December than in 
any previous month since March. 
Throughout last month, 77 national 
banks, with $78,628,703 frozen and 
$4,124,000 unrestricted deposits, were 
licensed and opened or reopened. This 
compares with 46 national ‘banks, hav- 
ing $51,706,000 frozen and $4,287,000 
unrestricted deposits, licensed and 
opened or, reopened during the month 
of November. In October 49 national 
banks received licenses.”

The problem of hours and wages 
in the industry, especially in the small 
mills, has come to the fore, officials 
of the National Lumber Manufactur- 
ers’ Association explained today. and 
dissatisfied operators of southern mills 
are to have this opportunity to explain 
their case. 

It was said at the association's 
headquarters that some members of 
congress had been complaining of the 
situation in the south. 

“The difficulties of the small 
were well understood by the national 
emergency committee of the lumber 
and timber products industry and by 
the administration when the code was 
drafted and submitted to the NRA,” 
said Dr. Wilson Compton, manager 
of the manufacturers’ association. “It 
was predicted then that many mills, 
both small and large, would be un- 
able to meet the code wages and hours 
conditions and eventually would have 
to close and that ctlers would suffer 
grievously in conforming to the code. 
The administration was frankly so 
advised.” 

Compton said the complaints were 
“an entirely normal result” of in- 
creased costs traceable to the higher 
wages and hours provisions. In def- 
erence to “the laudable desire” of 
the administration to raise wages as 
well as conserve employment. high 
‘minimum wage rates were “dubiously |

TRADE WAR PERIL

Slash in Quotas Stirs Up 
Trouble on Many Com- 
mercial Fronts. 


PARIS, Jan. 7.—(UP)—France, 
emerging from its quarrel with the 
United States over exports of French 
liquor and imports of American ap- 
ples, appeared destined today to be 
plunged into vaster trade troubles 
with various nations, which are vigor- 
ously protesting the reduction of their 
import quotas by (5 per cent. 

The most serious menace to French 
trade was Great Britain, with whom 
France has just escaped a tariff war 
by removal of the 15 per cent surtax 
on British imports—imposed original- 
ly to equalize the depreciation of the 
pound against the frane. Britain is 
angered because the new quotas are 
a more serious handicap than the sur- 
tax.

In Georgia’ s Fields and Streams 


By H. A. CARTER 


SPOTTED WINTERGREEN. 
There are a few little plants in the 
winter woods that are very striking, 


since they can be found by their 
beautiful green leaves in the midst 
of a carpet of brown. The Spotted 
Wintergreen is just such a plant. 

It is said to inhabit dry woods, ac- 
cording to all the botany texts I 
have, but right at this season, I sup- 
pose, it can be found in whatever 
woods happen to be driest. It seems 
to me that I have found it in mixed 
or purely deciduous forests, where it 
grows in isolation, single plants be- 
ing scattered through the area. Ac- 
cording to the old master’s book, the 
handbook of Asa Gray, the plant is 
found from “Massachusetts to On- 
tario, Minnesota, and southward.” 

The plant is ordinarily from three 
to nine inches high. It must be sought, 
for it cannot be discovered accident- 
ally at this season. Look for dark- 
green leaves, with pale green or 
white markings following the veins 
of the leaf. The leaves are thick, and 
luxtrously smooth, while on the edge 
they are deeply indented. In shape 
they are strongly like a lance or ar- 
rowhead, and are sharply pointed. 

During July and August, the plant 


will be found in bloom. The flowers 
are borne on a_ long, slender, erect 
peduncle above the topmost whorl! of 
leaves. They are five-petaled, and are 
white in color. Even now, you may 
be able to find some of them still 
bearing the dry seed pods from last 
summer’s flowers. 

While I hold no brieé for the peo 
ple who go out and pull flowers in- 
discriminately, I hold that transplan- 
tation is an act of kindness. Those o! 
you who seek attractive plants for the 
rockery will do well to bring in » 
few plants of the Spotted Winter. 
green. Its flowers are as lovely as 
any that are sold for rock gardens 
and its winter greenness will add to 
the charm of your winter garden. 

Remember to look for it in the oak 
woods, or stands of mixed hasdwoods 
and pines. You may be able to find 
it in pure pine forests, but I can 
guarantee its presence in the former 
type of habitat. I know of one rather 
steep hillside where the plant is rath- 
er thick, and I intend to get a few 
specimens during the winter for my 
friends who are enthusiastic over 
their rock gardens. 

Oh, yes! I nearly forgot. The 
——— name is Chimaphila macu- 
ata.
